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Much has been written on space flight and our greatest aeronautical sci¬ 
entists today are madly concentrating on the ultimate achievement of the 
manned flight flight into space programme. 

One of the things which has caused them the greatest concern in the

But this does not stop us in speculating the means of how to get him

So far amns attempts have been confined to fitting the physical form 
to meet the conditions expected by a suit made to make him immune to the 
expected conditions of their very meagre knowledge and theories, 
plus the inner chamber of the container being fitted with innumerable inst¬ 
ruments to help him perform this and meny other tasks. 

I cannot imagine with these limited forms of him being able to 
go much further than the moon, tne road ahead of that is so completely theo¬ 
retical that it is only to be expected that some form of putting him to

and confined to bed from June I96O until the end of Jan 19 ^ 1 9 and was still 
recuperating in Hangchow 9 China, yet aphoto of him appeared very well and 
happy in the company of other astronauts at a New Year Eve gat...ering on Jan. 
1 st. 1961 and published in their paper Krasnaya Zvezda” the Russian Defence 
Ministry official Newspaper.* yet insdde reports confirm his is a raving lun¬ 
atic. this of course refutes all the claims that Major Gagarin was the first 
up, in fact various Flying Saucer journals have given us plenty of evidence 
that there have been quite a few who have gone up previously and lost their 
lives, true Gagrin was the first to come back whole and of sound mind and 
possibly Ilyushin was the first to come back alive but out of his mind thro 
the conditions he met .

SIX METHODS OP FROfULSIOH OF THE SPACECRAFTS . 

The sightings •f extraterrestial spacecrafts 
moving fasterthan hitherto known will challenge soience 
to think along new **unorthodox” lines* Quite naturally 
the Interests are concentrated on finding out the ways 
ofpropulsion which the spacecrafts use# No doubt one or 
another form of antigravity is used# 

THE NATURE OP GRAVITY. We must be aware that gravity 
consists of two things. Firstly the strong Influx from 
the universe towards the centre of the earth. Secondly 
the somev;hat weaker emission of ultraplasma from the earth# 
That means that the weight of an object is the pressure 
fom the univerie #/# the pushing back of the earth. The 
attractive force recognized by the science does not at 
all exist. VJhen tvro objects placed close to each other 
strive to move in the direction of each ^ther, the reason 
is not that they attract each other,but that they are 
pressed together by the pressure from outside, as evid¬ 
ently the pressure from outside is lesser on the side, 
which the objects turn towards each other. 

UTILIZATION OP ANTIGRAVITY. It is very essential to have 
established whether there exists any typical difference 
between gravity and antigravity apaert from the direction# 
If such a difference is found,no doubt it v/ill be possible 
to seporate them. In order to reachresults it is quite 
necessary to treat th® ti/vo forms of gravity differently 
and not to do only as now, where very jften it is only 
counted on one form of gravity. All over the world a lot 
of experiments have boon conducted in order to reduce the 
weight of an object. Many researchers have really attain¬ 
ed a little reduction of weight, but as long as the gravity 
and the antigravity are reduced to the same extent, one 
will never arrive at a utilization as propulsion. If a 
spacecraft is able to neutralize the gravity by letting 
pass unimpeded as much as possible of the ultraplasma 
from the universe, but at the same time to a normal extent 
is able to catch the ultraplasma from the earth, the effect 
will be that the spacecraft can move away from the earth 
with enormous speed. 

THE MAGNETIC FIELD OP THE SfACECRAPTS. Even if the space¬ 
crafts are utilizing this phenomenon, their real pro¬ 
pulsion may come fromthe fact that they are able to create 
an Independent field of magnetism or gravity around them. 
This field of gravity consists of ultraplasma, which v;lll 
push back matter in the form of atoms and microatoms 
(Heat,light), and it looks like the spacecraft omit light. 







tlio rr.ore powerfuland dazzling the stronger the field of 
gravity Is* In reality It Is not the spacecraft Itself 
Vv'hlch shines, but the air which Is close to It* The grav¬ 
ity of the spacecrafts will firstly push away the electrons 
from their kernels and secondly In the form of light push 
back some of the microatoms of which they consist* 

THE HEAT OF FRICTION. It will not be necessary with a 
neutralization of friction, as the heat (microatoms) will 
be kept at a distance by the piishlng back of the field 
of gravity* Thus It should be possible to attain very high 
speeds, and the only limit will be the speed of the light 
provided that the hypothesis of Einstein are correct* The 
fact Is that they are only hypothesis or suppositions, 
and It has not yet been possible In practice to prove 
whethe]? they are corre«t* 

SPEEDS BELOV/ THE LIGHT. According to Einsteins thoor;^’’ It 
should be so that If one moves away from the earth during 
5 years with a speed twice as high as that of the earth, 
then the men In the spacecraft will discover that even If 
they have been av/ay fcr 5 years and have grown 5 years 
older, In the meantime 10 years have passed on the earth 
and the Inhabitants there have g3:*own 10 years older* 

But seen from the earth the spacecraft returns after 10 
years but the men are only 5 years older. Thus the time 
Is relative and depends on the speed, at which one Is 
moving through the universe* At speeds close to the light 
phenomenon Is q'&ltG glaring. Seen from the spacecraft the 
men are away perhaps a few days but return to an earth, 
which Is several thousands years older. Seen from the 
eaith suddenly a spacecraft turns up from the past with men 
of ancient people, who have not grown older* 

THE SPEED OP LIGHT. According to Einstein speeds over that 
of the light should not be fo'ond. Eov/ever, Russ Ian re¬ 
searchers have succeeded In giving positive particles a 
speed hlghiir than that of the light* According to Einstein 
the light shoul(^' always have the same speed, but according 
to the theory of microatoms the different microwaves can 
have a little difference of speed. When very distant stars? 
or glaxles can be realized only by the catch of radlov/aves 
from them, the reason Is not that these stars emit only 
radlov/aves, but because during Its way the light has lost 
some of Its speed and Instead appears as the slower radio- 
waves*

HE TaUiHS OUT OP THE BACK OP HIS NECK 

In the last issue of A.S.R. (Vol 7 No#l) a writer, who, 

I feel, for reasons other than those expressed, wished to 
remain anonymous, v/rote'An Amazing Story, which I have good 
reason to "believe, he wished his readers to "believe xvas ser¬ 
ious, If this is so, then it should not "be allowed to pass 
without comment. 

The writer says he has already "been threatened^ So.’ 

Does he expect to have his story pu"blished, and escape retri"b- 
ution from the interested parties, "by merely keeping his name 
out of print? They would know who he is and where to get 
him. Therefore this constitutes one of the many weak points 
of his story. 

Let us take the first part of his story - the part a"bout 
the oasis at the Antarctic, Actually there are several. 

‘ / In V/ilkes Land the Byrd_expedition discovered several cover- 
i ing an area of some 300 square miles. Samples of v;ater tak- 
j en showed that the area was merely an ice-free inlet from the 
' sea, Y/hich, due to some thermal activity, v;as a little a'bove 
the freezing point of water. The surrounding ice-free 'land' 
was nothing but rock v/ith no vegetation whatever. 

In 1939“^0__Hltler did send an exploratory expedition to 
Queen Maude Land - and an ice-free area covering 30,000 sq. 
/■miles was found - AND PL0?/N 0"VER. Here again no vegetation 
/ v/as found, A report on the expedition under Capt. Ritscher 
was taken from the Nazi files at the end of VJorld Yfar II, 
and from other reports it was found that tjie only bases ever 
used by the Nazis v/ere on Kerguelen Island and the Crozet Is¬ 
lands, But no evidence indicated the establishment of bases 
in Qneen Maude Land, 

As to a tunnel leading under the ice - that is nothing 
new - but as to it leading to a hole intm the centre of the 
earth - that is a different matter. Let us study the hist¬ 
ory of the holloY/-earth theory. 

One of the first exponents of this theory was John Symmes 
born in Ne?/ Jersey, 1"780, In 1818 he made his first public 
announcement of his ideas. There Yvere, according to him, five 
concentric spheres, entrance to which could be made via holes 
at the poles. The North Pole entrance was 4?000 miles in 
diameter, a d the South Pole entrance was 6,000 miles across 
The thickness of the crust of the outer sphere was 1,000 miles 
and the lip of the hole 1,500 miles, thus enabling a ship to 
sail over the lip into the inner spheres. 


Fifty years earlier Sir Edmund Halley propounded a sim- 
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ilcU tl'j 3ory of a hollov/ earth; so also did^^Swiss mathematic¬ 
ian, *J.l these theories were advanced before the discovery 
of i\ntarcticQ hy Capt, Nathaniel Palmer in 1820. That these 
’learned* men upheld such a theory does not signify much - 
, their theories were not hnclced hy experimentation; science 
had not developed the delicate instruments in use today, 

f Since the discovery of the antarctic, and the explor- 

I ation of the frigid regions has been intensified, the holes 
at the poles have evidently been shrinking, but, it would ap¬ 
pear, they have not yet quite disappeared. Odd beliefs, 
of v;hich this is but one, die hard and long protracted deaths, 

\ The anonymous author makes much of the fact that var¬ 

ious Congressmen Vi^ere talked into supporting Symmes’ theor¬ 
ies, but what about all those, including President /mdrew 
Jackson, v/ho opposed his plaais. Of six or seven bills that 
were brought forward to raise money for his proposed exped¬ 
itions NOT ONE WAS PASSED. 

Now, about the sun in the centre of the earth. How big 
is it? It would have to bo sonothing fairly big to have 
continued to pour out energy for the millions of years it has 
been there - unless of course the riter is going to claim it 
is an artificial sun v.'hich is re-energised every so often. 

The earth is 93jf.000,000 mile s from its sun, and tempea?- 
atures on its surface are often in excess of 120 degrees. 

How hi^ must the temperatures on the inside of the globe be 
when as close as 3>000 miles? 

/ire the Nazis planning v/orld conquest througji setting 
the East against the West? This I could v/ell believe - pro¬ 
vided there are enough of them left. But I cannot see that 
they v;ould conquer the world for some extra-terrestrial race, 
for this would mean that the Nazis themselves would end up 
subservient to the third power, and that does not seem to be 
true to Nazi form. 

Is there really an extra-terrestrial power trying to 
take over the earth? 

Our mysterious author would have us believe that there 
is, but that they cannot do it themselves because their v/ea- 
pons are so dreadful that if they used them the earth v/ould 
become uninhabitable. Well, v;hat if when the Nazis get the 
World War III started it develops into a nuclear war - won't 
that make it unhabitable? Vdiat would the 'Zunans' gain? 

According to our writer these 'Zunans' have had space 
travel for thousands of years, and certainly old v/ritings 
seem to bear out the fact that saucers have been visiting our 
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planet for a very long time. Why. then, if they are in such 
dire need of more living room, didn’t they annex this planet 
say 5j000 years ago, when the population of Earth was hut a 
small fraction of v/hat it is today? The only opposition they 
would have met would have heen small tribes of people armed 
with spears, or, say, 500 years ago, when the armies of Eur¬ 
ope still relied on the how and arrow to a large extent, or 
even 50 years ago when aircraft were in their infancy, and 
nuclear v/eapons were unheard of? If their present day wea¬ 
pons are so dreadful they could have manufactured and used 
more ’conventional’ v/eapons; their mobility alone would have 
heen(and still is) a weapon for which we have no counter. 

The longer they wait the more chance there is of Earth devel¬ 
oping something with which to combat their Vifeapons, and of the 
earth being made unhabitable. 

Admittedly saucers have been seen in the Antarctic - I 
also have heard fairly reliable reports of these craft hav¬ 
ing been seen disappearing into tunnels in the ice - but it 
does not mean that the theory of a hollow earth is substan¬ 
tiated, or that the Nazis are working down there. 

Does our anonymous writer imagine he is the only one who 
would knov/ what is going on? Does he imagine the governments 
of the world would be ignorant of it? ?/ould they not combine 
forces against a common enemy, as they have done before? 

An amazing story? The most amazing part about it is 
he would have us believe it.'

The Universities of Australia and I-ev; Zealand seem to trying 
very hard to see if they can prove that there is life dut in 
space. Por instance we have the source of llfeon earth and 
life in outer space. These experiments are being carried out 
in the Victoria University, Wellington NZ. Passing arcs of 23, 
OOOvolts of electricity through liquids and gases simulating 
the early earth’s primeval atmosphere, has succeeded in evol¬ 
ving complex hydro-carbon m.lecules which he believes are the 
forerunners of protein, a vital component of living substances. 
Another is working on a carbon-containing meteorite which fell 
in Wanganui in 1908. He is working toward a thesis that life 
on earth has been brought by complex organic molecules from 
another planet in the solar system.
